Picture 3: Yong dzin ling-rin-po-che is the phonetic writing of the Tibetan 
characters above. It is not a proper name, but means the private spiritual 
tutor (of the Dalai Lama). Date and place unknown. 

Picture 4: Dardo Rimpoche is the lama's name. The Tibetan characters are the 
fame of the Purification By Fire ceremony. Date and place unknown. 

Picture 5: Lama Kamepa of Tsurphu. He is of the Kagyupa Sect. Date and place 
unknown. ;
